Pigeon Hawk, Krider’s Hawk, Blue Gros- 
beak, Willet, Pine Siskin, Bonaparte’s 
Gull, Virginia Rail, Red-backed and 
White-rumped Sandpipers. One feature of 
the complete list is that it did not surpass 
previous years on the basis of a larger 
number of rare species.
